In a two day meeting that ended 
Wednesday, the commission called for a 
number of 
restrictive controls on 
offshore oil drilling, including: 
— Submission of one, five and 10 year 
programs 
for 
oil 
exploration 
and 
production that indicate all forseen 
impacts on land and water. 
—Sharing 
of 
offshore 
and 
land 
operating facilities. 
— Establishment of a $100 million oil 
spill liability fund to be administered by 
the secretary of the state Resources 
Agency. 
The plan must be adopted by the state 
legislature or by the initiative process 
before it has the force of a law. 
However, the commission currently 
has permit powers on developments 
from three miles offshore to 1,000 yards 
inland. While the plan won’t go before 
the 
legislature 
until 
1976, 
the 
commission has this authority until 1977. 
The action of the commission was 
tentative, pending futher hearings on the 
other elements of the plan. 


Ford forcing showdown over oil tariffs 


WASHINGTON (U P Il - Forcing a 
confrontation with Congress, President 
Ford promised to act today to increase 
tariffs on imported crude oil — a move 
his advisers predict will 
increase 
gasoline prices three cents a gallon by 
April 1. 
Ford intended to sign a presidential 
proclamation early this afternoon that 
would raise duties on imported crude oil 
by $1 a barrel on Feb. 1, $2 on March 1 
and $3 on April 1. 
The President originally had not 
intended to sign the order until Friday. 
His decision to do it sooner was seen as 
an 
uncompromising 
challenge 
to 
members of Congress who want to enact 
a 90-day delay in the first tariff increase. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said that experts at the Federal 
Energy Administration predict the first 
$1 a barrel increase will be translated 
into a penny a gallon increase in 
consumer prices by late February. 
That would translate into a three-cent- 
a-gallon 
increase on 
all 
imported 


petroleum products beyond April 1, he 
added. 
Repeating a warning that which one of 
Ford’s 
top 
advisers 
delivered 
to 
Congress earlier in the day, Nessen said 
Ford 
decided 
to take the action 
permitted under the Trade Expansion 
Act because the amount of petroleum 
imported 
into 
the 
United 
States 
"impairs the national security.” 
Nessen said Ford still has not given up 
his hope of compromising with the 
Democratic members of Congress who 
want rationing instead of higher fuel 
prices. But action on Capitol Hill left 
little room for compromise. 
Senate Democrats moved quickly to 
kill the tariff increase and impose 
mandatory rationing. 
Sens. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and 
Henry 
Jackson, 
D-Wash., 
introduced a joint resolution which 
would suspend the increase for 60 days 
and then give either chamber of 
Congress the right to entirely kill the 
tariff hike within another 30 days. 


The 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee was expected to approve 
legislation either today or Friday for a 
similar 90-day delay. 
At the same time, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield and Sen. Lowell 
P. 
Weicker, 
R-Conn., 
introduced 
legislation that would order Ford to 
impose gas rationing within 60 days 
after Congress approves the bill. Ford 
has announced he would veto any bill 
providing for mandatory gas rationing. 


On Capitol Hill, the decision drew 
immediate 
fire 
from 
Democrats. 
Chairman A1 Uliman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee and committee 
member William J. Green, D-Pa., 
denounced it directly to Treasury 
Secretary William Simon during a 
hearing on Ford’s legislative proposals. 


Speculating that Ford "might be 
playing games with the Congress on this 
matter,” Ullman contended that his 
committee’s time would be better spent 
on tax legislation than efforts to block 
the tariff increase. Ullman previously 


had asked Ford to delay the tariff hike 
voluntarily. 
Jumping to the President’s defense, 
Simon told Ullman that "a failure to 
take 
prompt 
action 
would 
indeed 
severely 
threaten 
our 
national 
security.” 
Ford 
and 
economic 
spokesmen 
previously have defended the increased 
tariffs only in economic terms. But 
Simon shifted the emphasis to national 
security by citing the drastic effects of 
the 1973-74 Arab embargo and the 
expenditure of $2 billion a month on 
foreign oil. 
But opposition to the increase was not 
confined to Capitol Hill. Prior to the

Banins broke debtor policy: find them jobs 


NORRISTOWN, Pa (U P Il - When a 
local bank president learned that many 
of his customers could not repay loans 
because they were unemployed, he 
decided to do something about it. 
He got them jobs. 
John Carr, president of Suburban 
Bank, recently called a meeting of his 
consumer loan department staff to 
discuss the bank’s delinquent loan cus­ 
tomers. 
"W ere 
in 
the 
money-making 
business,” he told them. “ But it doesn’t 
do much good to harass a customer for 
payment if the poor guy isn’t working. 
“ You might even find them jobs,” he 
said and left it at that. 
The next day Carr discussed the 
problem over lunch with Edward 
Meister, president of Transicoil Inc., of 
nearby Worcester, Pa. Meister, whose 
firm manufactures small motors, said 
he had openings on his night shift and 
agreed to work something out. 
That same night Norreen Lawless, 26, 
manager of the loan department, called 
the delinquent loan consumers and found 
that 87 were unemployed as the result of 
recent job layoffs. She contacted local 


merchants and within three days placed 
22 bank customers in new jobs. 


"So far nobody has rejected our 
offer,” Ms. Lawless said. “ First of all, 
they don’t believe the bank is getting 
them a job. They are so used to lending 
businesses saying, ‘I want your money,’ 
and that’s it. So when the bank called 
them, they were really surprised. 


"It’s helping them out and it’s helping 
me out,” she said. 
According to Carr, the 22 men have 


been hired either part time or full time 
as maintenance workers, machinists, 
truck drivers or production workers. 
"One became a production manager 
and got paid in the high teens; a job he 
had been looking for for over two 
years,” Carr said. 
Many 
Norristown 
area 
firm s, 
including the Lee Tire & Rubber Co. 
plant, have been hit by job furloughs in 
recent weeks. Ms. Lawless, however, 
contends jobs do exist. 
"The problem is that they (the

unemployed) had been on the job for a 
long term. Now they are out of jobs and 
they don’t know where to go because 
they think no one is hiring. But people 
are," Ms. Lawless said. 
She said several area firms have 
called the bank asking to be put in touch 
with available workers. 
Carr said, "Since we placed the first 
ones, we have had calls from several 
other local businesses. 
"Perhaps the times and the economy 
are not good, but perhaps today’s 
bleakness is the start of tomorrow’s 
brightness with the extension of a 
helping hand,” he said.

More locals play tycoon—give grant spending ideas

Should Lompoc spend $1.8 million in federal cash on 
higher intensity street lamps and more sidewalks? Maybe 
some of it should be used to freshen up the local economy or 
fund 
an 
emergency 
care 
system, 
complete 
with 
paramedics, like on tv. Would you believe a municipal ice 
skating rink? 
Five public voices registered these suggestions at last 
night's second City Hall hearing on where the city should 
allot proceeds from the six-year Community Development 
Block Grant Program. 
No spending decisions came out of the hour-long session, 
but city staffers and consultants will pass on the grant 
eligibility of these and earlier suggestions and recommend 
several to the City Council. 
The council will have the final say on where the money 
goes and must agree on a final shopping list before the April 
15 grant applicatiomdeadline. 
The law providing the grant also requires two public 
hearings per year on how the money is to be spent. Last 
night’s hearing and the one last Tuesday, Jan. 14, apply first 


to the city’s $102,000 first year entitlement. But it’s still 
possible that, as in the federal revenue sharing program, the 
council may set aside funds for certain projects before the 
years when the funds are actually due. 
Community Development Director A1 Autry, who hosted 
last night’s meeting, stressed that the city staff and 
consulting firm would pass only on the eligibility of 
suggested spending programs under grant guidelines. 
"We will be analyzing your comments and preparing 
recommendations to go before the City Council at a meeting 
very soon,” he added. 
The only inkling Autry offered as to which suggested 
projects would be eligible came in response to proposals to 
spend some of the money in county areas. 
“ We seriously question at this point whether these are 
projects for which we can apply,” he said. 
About 25 people showed up for the session, at which 
Council woman Charlotte Benton represented the city’s 
governing panel. 
Tony Armus of 904 North A St. suggested replacing some 
city street lights with longer lived, brighter quartz type 
lights. 


"The streets look pretty dark where they don’t have 
them," he described, adding a suggestion for more 
sidewalks later. 


Joe Valencia of 1317 North First St. expressed that many 
of the suggestions at the earlier hearing would benefit small 
groups of people while spending the money on street lights 
and water and sewer system needs would benefit the whole 
community. 
Citing a proposed emergency care system in Santa 
Barbara with paramedics in radio communication with 
doctors, Hellen Elliot of 1104 West Prune Ave. called for a 
similar system here, including an emergency vehicle, 
paramedics, a physician and a small building to house them. 
The system, she said, would resemble that on the television 
program "Emergency.” 
"Teen-agers hardly have a decent place to go on a date,” 
voiced Mrs. Floyd Dameron of 313 North Third St. She 
recommended the funds be spent on a municipal ice skating 
rink for community recreation and also to draw tourist 
dollars. She also suggested using some of the money to 
complete some of the city’s half streets. 


Employment development programs were the stress of 
Charles Carmichael, head of the Lompoc Valley Economic 
Development Association 
"We here in Lompoc need a broader base to our economy 
than now exists,” Carmichael prefaced "I would suggest 
that if there is any way in which a portion of this block grant 
money can be directed into programs which will encourage 
some industrial growth, that we should seriously consider 
this course of action. ’ ’ 
As an example, Carmichael proposed using some of the 
federal dollars to expand city utility systems to reduce 
setting up expenses for incoming industrial developers. The 
association director also called for expanded facilities to 
draw recreational events that lure tourist dollars. 
Critical to the grant application will be the preparation of 
a city housing assistance plan which must not only 
catalogue present housing stock and demand but forecast 
the expected housing needs here of future low and middle 
income citizens. Autry said that this aspect of the grant 
would be coming up soon before the City Planning 
Commission.

Bikeways gaining in 
So. Coast but clash 
with businesses due

Bicyclists came out ahead 
Wednesday when the County 
P l a n n i n g 
C o m m i s s i o n 
approved an extensive network 
of 
on-road 
and 
off-road 
bikeways 
throughout Goleta 
Valley 
for 
General 
Plan 
purposes. 
But 
the 
big 
county-wide 
confrontation — which will pit 
cyclists against autoists and 
business interests in plans for 
bikeways along auto parking 
lanes — is still to come, County 
Transportation 
Director 
Leland Steward stressed to the 
nine commissioners. 
It will be up to the Board of 
Supervisors to rule whether 
parking 
strips 
on 
certain 
streets can be utilized for 
bikers, said Steward. But first, 
he 
said, 
the 
plan 
of 
his 
department is to have public 
m e e t i n g s 
“ wh e re 
such 
conflicts can be talked over and 
possible trade-offs agreed to.” 
The key issue — of possible 
denial of parking in front of 
private properties, including 
business establishments which 
invariably 
protest 
when 
parking space near them is 
abolished — was brought up by 
John F. Adam, Jr., commission 
chairman, of Santa Maria. 
Adam 
said 
he 
felt 
that 
bikeways in such areas would 
make business interests and 
p r o p e r t y 
o w n e r s 
“ feel 
insecure,” and would “ amount 
to 
the 
taking 
of 
property 
without compensation.” 
But Deputy County Counsel 
Susan Trescher said this wasn’t 
the case legally. She said the 
parking strips along streets “ is 
p u b l i c 
u s e 
a n d 
not 
compensable.” Steward agreed 


it “ is a public power that can 
be taken away by the county 
supervisors.” 
Mrs. 
Thomas Nielsen, of 
Solvang, sounded the view of 
several commissioners when 
she 
said 
“ the 
streets and 
roadways are not a place only 
to store motor vehicles.” 
Commissioner Bendy White, 
of 
Montecito, 
said 
he felt 
Steward’s program of public 
hearings “ was a good one ” 
Adam said he felt that “even 
with hearings, the problem 
would rem ain.” But he added 
he “ hopes it works out all 
right.” 
The adopted portion of the 
Goleta Valley bikeways plan 
goes 
to 
the 
B oard 
of 
Supervisors. But before it is 
complete revisions may be 
carried out in the Isla Vista 
bikeway plan. The commission 
agreed with Isla Vista Planning 
C o m m is s i o n 
s po ke sme n 
Wednesday 
in 
setting 
up 
Camino Pescadero as a Class 1 
(off-road) bikeway route in­ 
stead of the proposed Class 2 
(on-road) bikeway. Isla Vistans 
won a review of their proposals 
for a more complete bikeway 
system than envisioned by the 
valley bikeway committee and 
Department of Transportation. 
The commission was told 
there are some 16,000 bike trips 
per day in and out of Isla Vista, 
with about half going to and 
from the adjacent UC Santa 
Barbara campus by two major 
routes. 
The 
Third 
Supervisorial 
District General Plan Advisory 
Com m ittee 
and 
Stew ard’s 
office will make further study 
of the Isla Vista program, 
before it comes before the 
commission for adoption.

Battered convoy arrives to 
break siege of Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - A 
battered Mekong River ammu­ 
nition convoy reached Phnom 
Penh today through a gauntlet 
of Communist rebel fire to 
break a 26-day siege of the 
Cambodian capital American- 
piloted 
cargo 
planes 
flew 
supplies into the Phnom Penh 
airport despite rocket attacks 
that closed the field to civilian 
traffic. 


Shipping sources said the 
convoy of two tugs towing two 
barges brought in some badly- 
needed fuel and food with the 
ammunition but that Khmer 
Rouge rebels laid down such a 
heavy barrage of rocket fire 
from the banks of the Mekong 
that the rest of the convoy with 
other food and fuel had to turn 
back. 


Every one of the four vessels 
had

reached Phnom Penh at noon 


today, and they underwent a 
rocket attack while anchoring. 
One mortar round landed in the 
middle of a huge barge loaded 
with

Rebel gunners across the 
river from downtown Phnom 
Penh fired three shells at the 
convoy anchoring in the harbor. 
Two shells hit the water and 
one hit the barge, wounding 
several persons.

by gunfire from the Mekong 
River coast at Koh Slog, 18 
miles 
from

As for his own troubles, McCord blamed a conspiracy of lawyers 
who did everything they could to make him remain silent. 
"I couldn’t trust the prosecutors or my own lawyer,” he said. 
McCord, one of the seven Watergate burglars caught at 
Democratic headquarters, was convict«! of conspiracy, burglary, 
wiretapping and electronic eavesdropping.

clamped to his ears. A nervous 
youth stood at center stage. 
“ O-b-i-e,” started Dean G. 
Sturtevant of San Diego, Calif., 
a sophomore physics major at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 
MIT spelling bee chief judge 
Hartley 
Rogers 
closed 
his 
thumb on a button and a 675- 
cycle tone honked over the 
public address system. Sturte­ 
vant was eliminated for mis­ 
spelling obedient. 
Five hours and 515 words 
later, 48 other MIT students 
had misspelled other words in 
the big league spelling bee It 
left only Jean B Hunter from 
Princeton, N.J., in her third 
undergraduate 
year 
as 
a 
chemical engineering major, 
and Norman Brenner of Phila­ 
delphia, Pa., a Ph D. candidate 
geophysicist, in the contest. 
Miss H u n t e r missed 
“ thoracostomy,” 
the 
514th 
word Brenner spelled it right, 
then spelled “ beriberi” to win. 
“ Words are my hobby. The 
Oxford English Dictionary is 
my favorite book,” said Bren­ 
ner, 
who has mathematics 
degrees from Princeton and 
Harvard and reads Spanish, 
Hebrew, Russian and some 
Chinese. 
“ You can’t practice for a 
spelling bee, you just have to 
know the words," said Miss 
Hunter, who placed 3rd in her

Tennis takes big leap

NEW YORK (UPI) — Thirty-eight years ago, 
long before Johnny Miller was ever bom much less 
even heard of, they were getting ready to play the 
same golf tournament they are today, only then it 
wasn't known as the Bing Crosby National Pro*Am. 
The official name for it was the Rancho Santa Fe 
Amateur-Pro sponsored by Bing Crosby, and it 
wasn’t played in Pebble Beach, Calif ., as it is now, 
but outside San Diego 
Today, the odds-on favorite to win the Crosby is 
white-hot Johnny Miller who opened the year with 
spectacular back-to-back triumphs at Phoenix and 
Tucson. 
Thirty-eight years ago there was no one single 
favorite to win the Rancho Santa Fe tournament, 
which would be rechristened the Crosby a year 
later There were three young fellows bunched so 
closely together that they were given equal 
chances of winning Their names were Ben Hogan, 
Byron Nelson and Jimmy Demaret. 
Another kid newcomer from Hot Springs, Va., 
was getting some attention, too. He was 24, he had 
won his first tournament in Oakland only a couple 
of weeks before and he was so much of an unknown 
that in Los Angeles, where he had finished sixth, 
the scorekeepers couldn’t even get his name right. 
They put it up on the board as S-N-E-E-D. 
Nobody bothered correcting them, pointing out

that the correct spelling was S-N-E-A-D ... Sam 
Snead. 
In 1937, its very first year, Bing Crosby’s 
tournament, or “Clambake” as he liked to call it, 
was a two-day 36-hole PGA sponsored affair. 
To give you some idea of what inflation has done, 
the purse was 13,000 then, and it’s $215,000 now. 
On the first day of that first tournament, a fierce 
storm suddenly whipped up, flooding the greens 
and washing out all the bridges on the course. 
Bing Crosby was heartsick. He had invited all the 
top touring pros along with many of his golf-playing 
movie buddies, like Richard Arlen and Johnny 
“Tarzan” Weismuller, but here was something he 
couldn't possibly foresee, foul weather, and 
suddenly he had no more tournament.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Once upon a time, all a college 
coach had to do was tell his 
player to run through a wall. 
The next sound heard would be 
a great crash of flesh meeting 
brick 
Nowadays, 
lament 
many 
coaches, players are becoming 
arrogantly individualistic, and 
some ask, “Which wall?” while 
others wonder out loud why a 
wall at all. 
Times are getting tougher for 
coaches to do their jobs. There 
is the economy. There are the 
growing number, of hounds 
being unleashed in the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
office to sniff out nefarious 
recruiting 
tactics 
and 
on- 
campus 
underhandedness. 
There is the lure of the pros. 
And there is, of course, the 
new-fangled desire of athletes 
to be accepted as human beings 
instead 
of 
as 
performing 
beasts. 
One need not be an Ara or a 
Bear to comprehend this. 
Tucked away in the relatively 
minor college sport of tennis, 
Southern Methodist University 
coach 
John 
Gardner 
is 
experiencing this revolutionary 
explosion himself. 
The growing problem of the 
shrinking buck is devastating 
many college sports. Several 
colleges are giving up their 
o n e - ti m e 
g r e a t e s t 
breadwinner, football. Several 
other colleges, in a last-ditch 
effort, 
are 
requesting 
the 
return of one-platoon football 
to 
cut 
down 
on 
squads. 
Programs in other sports are 
being 
cut 
or 
wiped 
out 
altogether. 
Meanwhile, some sports are 
broadening 
in 
popularity. 
Tennis is one. At SMU a couple 
years ago, the alumni and some 
local businessmen of Dallas 
felt that tennis should be a 
bigger deal. But recruiting and 
the sorry tennis program at the 
school were suffering. So they 
pitched in, since the school 
itself 
couldn’t 
handle 
the 
financial end, and organized a 
new program. 
They arranged for the tennis 
team to put on tennis clinics for 
money; they organized a local 
tennis tournament for duffers, 
called the Wretched Wround 
Wrobin; 
they 
organized 
auctions; and they enticed the 
Spalding sports company to 
help sponsor the only major 
mixed doubles tournament held 
by itself and not part of another 
tournament. 
All this has helped SMU leap 
from 
the 
bottom 
of 
the 
Southwestern 
Conference 
tennis standings to the top. It 
has also been ranked fourth 
among all college teams the 
past few years. 
Much of the progress is 
credited to Gardner, a 25-year- 
old Australian who once played

coaches to chart the truth of 
their recruiting techniques 
“It's a shame it has come to 
that,’’ said Gardner, “but it 
doesn't matter to me. I see a 
prospect one time and tell him 
I’ll not pressure him, but for 
him to know that I'm interested 
even though I’m not calling 
every day 
“Some coaches call all the 
time. What they have to say 
that’s new is beyond me. How 
many times a week can you tell 
someone Merry Christmas?” 
One thing they tell, Gardner 
notwithstanding, is the beenfit 
of playing tennis in college 
before making a try for the 
pros. 
J im m y 
Connors, 
certainly, and Roscoe Tanner, 
possibly, 
are 
the 
most 
prominent 
players 
to 
quit 
college since the protennis 
boom began about four years 
ago 
But if an athlete quits sooner, 
tries for the pros, and then 
fails, he will have lost a chance 
for a four-year scholarship 
In 
recruiting, 
laws 
to 
handcuff coaches are rampant. 
One, 
for 
example 
now 
disallows 
a 
game 
set 
up 
between 
recruits 
who 
are 
visiting the college. Now how 
can a coach tell who’s best 
anymore? 
Modernization has brought 
some 
player 
recalcitrance. 
Some student-athletes haveeven 
picketed over the past few 
years for fairer treatment 
from hidebound coaches and 
athletic departments. 
But with all this, Gardner 
feels that coaching is still more 
joy than agony. Especially 
when he looks at other coaches 
in other circumstances. 
“Take the coach of a Big Ten 
tennis team,” said Gardner, 
sporting his winter Texas tan. 
“He has to convince a high 
school tennis player he should 
go North instead of to a Texas 


or California or Florida school, 
and that, no, he wouldn't have 
to play many matches in the 
snow.”

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
One of the favorite conver­ 
sational subjects at Hollywood 
parties is the behavior of stars 
With great relish, the folks love 
to exchange the latest stories 
about the temperamental an­ 
tics of this one or the scan­ 
dalous escapades of that one. 
And 
then, 
in variab ly, 
somebody will say how lucky 
Ivan Goff and Ben Roberts are 
And. if Goff or Roberts are pre­ 
sent. they will roll their eyes 
heaven-ward and agree. 
Goff and Roberts produce 
CBS’ Mannix and they are 
deemed fortunate because their 
star is Mike Connors And Con­ 
nors is that rarity — a star who 
seems totally devoid of any 
trace of annoying temperament 
and completely without the 
need to get involved in scandal. 
There has never been an un­ 
kind word said about him by 
anybody he works with There 
have been attempts, since Man­ 
nix began, to trump up a feud 
between him and his on-screen 
secretary, played by Gail 
Fisher, but they haven’t work­ 
ed. 
About the only problem 
around seems to be what will 
happen when that inevitable 
day comes and Mannix goes. 
Now that Raymond Burr's Iron­ 
side series has been axed, Man­ 
nix has become vulnerable. It’s 
been around eight years, which 
is ancient by current TV stan­ 
dards. 
Connors admits he’s thinking 
ahead He says that if and when 
Mannix is canceled, he'll 
probably take a year off “ to 
recharge my batteries; to get a 
fresh outlook on my career.” 
But he will undoubtedly then 
do another series. He's too 
valuable a property for the TV 
moguls to let sit on the beach. 


MIKE CONNORS: handsome 
enough to play a newspaper­ 
man? 


even though he could probably 
afford to retire. And he admits 
that another series is highly 
probable 
The only question 
seems to be — what kind of a 
series, what sort of a character 
would he like to play? 
“ I don’t want to be either a 


doctor or a lawyer.” Connors 
says, “ and certainly not 
another private eye 
What’s 
left? Teachers and politicians 
don’t work on TV. Maybe a 
newspaperman — if it's done 
well, that might work.” 
A newspaper series never has 
been done well on TV but he’s 
right — it might work And Con­ 
nors is handsome enough to be a 
newspaperman, perhaps 
The problem for creators of 
TV series is just that — what 
profession to give the leading 
character. Connors put his 
finger on the sore spot 
“ You know.” he says, “ if you 
take out law-and-order shows 
and situation comedies, there’s 
not enough left on TV to fill 
three nights.” 
Eight years of Mannix — 
eight years of anything — is 
enough to make most actors 
bored with the character they 
are playing Mike Connors says 
he’s still not bored with playing 
Joe Mannix and he says it is the 
chance to work with new and 
different people each week that 
enables him to stay fresh and 
unbored. 
“ Everybody,” he says, 
“ reacts differently when con­ 
fronted by different people 
Having new people on the show 
week after week allows me the 
luxury of a new and fresh reac­ 
tion As a human being. I get to 
meet new personalities and new 
problems. And that keeps me 
fresh.” 
Most of TV’s current crop of 
shows allows the star to share 
the burden with others — often 
as many as three or four other 
characters are regulars, thus 
spreading the work load But 
Mannix is alone (except for 
Miss Fisher) and, thus, the 
work load is almost entirely on 
Connors’ shoulders 


“ It’s hard work," he says. 
He gets up every morning, 
when he’s shooting, at 5:30 and 
it’s a rare day when he’s home 
before eight in the evening He 
admits that he is physically 
tired. 
Besides the acting, he does 
most of his own stunts. He es­ 
timates that between 80 and 85 
per cent of what we see on the 
screen he does himself. He 
draws the line at jumping off 
high buildings or driving cars 
down the face of sheer cliffs or 
allowing himself to be hit by 
cars Otherwise, he does it all 
The criterion is whether or 
not he runs the risk of serious 
bodily injury. If he thinks he 
can do it without getting hurt, 
he’ll do it If not, he passes. 
To keep himself in shape for 
the hard work of both stunts and 
ordinary acting takes time, too 
He watches what he eats 
carefully so he doesn't gain any 
weight He says that he relaxes 
that vigil on weekends but dur­ 
ing the week he eats sparingly. 
And he tries to do some swim­ 
ming every day and plays ten­ 
nis on weekends, 
“ Besides," he says, “ the 
show itself keeps me active. 
That’s really all I need to stay 
in shape ” 
So his is a tough life, physical­ 
ly. but it has its rewards, finan­ 
cially 
The old rule-of-thumb 
was that if a show lasted five 
years, it’s star would be finan­ 
cially independent Mannix is in 
its eighth year 
“ That’s true,” Connors says, 
“ but the rule-of- thumb was 
written before inflation 
Un­ 
questionably, I've earned a lot 
of money and have a lot coming 
in. but each month inflation 
goes up and I wonder ’ 
He isn't the only one who’s 
wondering

Fillmore School won a special 
award for entering the most 
youngsters in The Record s 
Christmas chess tournament 
So successful was the system 
used by Pamela Duke, faculty 
adviser for chess at Fillmore 
that I thought it might serve as 
a good illustration of how to 
motivate youngsters, and how 
to follow through on what 
proved to be a vital educational 
project. In response to my 
request, Ms Duke sent me the 
following:

Here is the information you

Record chess tournament in 
October. 
1 
scheduled 
an 
introductory 
chess 
club 
meeting for first, second and 
third graders during lunchtime 
and a separate meeting for 
fourth, fifth and sixth graders. 
As a reminder of this first 
informational meeting I went 
to each classroom at Fillmore 
School and promoted the new 
'Chess Club.’ As I left, 1 left a 
poster for each teacher to put 
in 
the 
classroom. 
These 
reminded the students of the 
day, time and place of the 
chess club meetings. 
(The 
posters showed Snoopy and 
Woodstock playing chess!!) 


The 
initial 
chess 
club 
meetings 
were 
held. 
The 
meetings were limited to those 
students who already knew the 
names of the pieces and their 
moves. At the initial meeting of 
fourth, fifth and sixth graders 
about 60 students were present. 
Only 40 were permitted to 
attend because of the room size 
limitations so a second meeting 
was held for the 20 who were 
turned 
away.

turnout of primary students 
was about 40 students also. 


The chess club continued to 
meet once a week for primary 
chess players and twice a week 
for intermediate chess players. 
In fact our chess club is still 
meeting. 


Mr. Proctor came to the 
chess club meetings on several 
occasions.

were put on the blackboard and 
reviewed periodically during 
the two months prior to the 
tournament. 


As the day of the tournament 
approached, notices were sent 
to parents of each chess club 
member pleading for volunteer 
drivers.

—Ed. note) These requests for 
transportation stressed the fact 
that unless parents volunteered 


to drive, many of the students 
who

tournament would be unable to 
enter. Parent response was 
excellent 
The 
day 
before 
the 
tournament, a second note was 
sent home with each child who 
pre-registered 
This 
note 
indicated the procedures they 
should follow if they wanted 
transportation from Fillmore 
School to Veterans Memorial 
Building Of the 70 students 


who pre-registered, 44 actually 
competed in the tournament.

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Taxpayers spent $334,764 
to jet Reagan around state 


Day in Sacramento 


SACRAMENTO <UPI> — California taxpayers spent $334,764 to 
fly Ronald Reagan throughout the state in a sleek executive jet 
during his last two years as governor, state documents disclosed 
today. 
In addition to his official state flights, Reagan ran up a $49,396 
bill using the red, white and blue jet for political activities That 
tab was paid by Republican organizations 
Despite all his travels, Reagan did not fly the minimum amount 
required by a two-year state lease The result was that taxpayers 
paid $37,506 for 71 4 flight hours that were never used 
The 400-mile-an-hour jet cost taxpayers $525 per hour of flight 
time The lease expired Jan. 1, five days before Reagan retired 
The jet was obtained because Reagan and his security aides 
were worried about hijackings of commercial jets The lease was 
signed about five years after Reagan sold the state plane, the 
“Grizzly,” used by former Gov. Edmund G. Brown and 
condemned by Reagan as an extravagance 
During last fall’s election campaign, Brown’s son, the new 
governor, criticized the jet on grounds the governor should live 
more like average citizens He now flies on commercial aircraft 
with relatively light security. 
Although he acknowledged “things are calmer now than they 
were before,” Reagan this week said: “ I wish he (Brown Jr.) 
would be more careful because there are zanies around.” 
In some of his official state-pad flights, Reagan, a former actor, 
used the jet to fly to dinners honoring Frank Sinatra and Bob Hope 
and to a Hollywood movie industry ball Taxpayers footed a $3,000 
bill to take the Reagan family to Phoenix for an Easter vacation

Brown smog group 
may tighten auto 
emission standards

SACRAMENTO, 
(UPI) - 
The chairman of new Brown 
administration Air Resources 
Board says the panel plans to 
“examine the possibility” of 
tightening up California’s au­ 
tomobile emission standards 
for 1977 vehicles. 
Chairman Tom Quinn made 
the announcement Wednesday 
as Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.’s three appointees to the 
board met formally for the first 
time. 
“We have a governor who for 
the first time is putting air 
pollution as a top priority,” 
said Quinn, who served as 
campaign manager and deputy 
secretary of state for Brown 
The two other members of 
the board, whose appointments 
were announced on Tuesday, 
are Robert F. Sawyer, an 
engineering professor at the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, and Mary D. Nichols, 
a Los Angeles attorney. Two 
seats on the part-time board 
are yet to be filled 
The preceding board, under 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
twice extended the current 1975 
auto mo bi l e 
e m i s s i o n 
standards, first to cover 1976 
cars to give manufacturers “a 
period of stabilization,” and 
then again to 1977 cars because 
of added costs that would come 
from stricter requirements. 
“Our intention is to review 
the previous board action,” 
Quin said 
“What we do here with 
regard to 1977 standards may 
set a precedent for the rest of 
the nation.” 
If left untouched, the 1977 
standards for California would 
put the state behind the federal 
government in emission limits.

C. Petns, D-Oakland “I can’t 
accept the industry’s excuses 
that the technological problem 
can’t be solved.” 
The 
measure 
(SB267) 
is 
similar to bills Petris has 
unsuccessfully carried every 
year but one since 1967 
The Democratic lawmaker 
said 
c ur r ent 
internal 
combustion engines are only 15 
per cent efficient in the use of 
fuel. His bill would require a 30 
per cent efficiency rate on all 
new cars sold after 1979 
“Efficiency is doubly impor­ 
tant 
in 
this 
time of fuel 
shortage.” Petris said 


Currently California’s stand­ 
ards are the toughest in the 
nation. 
The 
board also heard a 
summary of a final report on 
wide variances in the measure­ 
ment of oxidants over the city 
of Los Angeles. Calibrations by 
the board’s staff have been 
about 30 per cent higher than 
those 
by the Los Angeles 
County Air Pollution Control 
District. 
A team of scientists charged 
with investigating the discre­ 
pancies concluded the board’s 
measurements were 25 to 30 
per cent high, and the district’s 
were 
slightly 
low. 
The 
scientists 
recommended 
a 
different method of calibrating 
oxidant levels. 
The level of oxidants figures 
significantly in calling health 
episodes and alerts.

Reagan regularly used the jet to commute between his Los 
Angeles area home and Sacramento, much as Brown now does on 
commercial planes. A one-way flight between the two cities on the 
six-passenger jet would cost at least $630 
The former governor also used the plane extensively for 
Republican fundraisers and for promotion of his unsuccessful tax 
limitation initiative But the costs of strictly political trips were 
paid by various GOP groups. 
But on lengthy out-of-state fundraising trips, Reagan skipped 
the security of the state-leased jet and instead flew on 
commercial and chartered jets. 
The Cessna Citation 500 was leased, in part, with the idea of 
letting other state officials and lawmakers use the plane and share 
the cost of the jet. 
But other state officials shied away from using the jet after it 
was publicized widely. Some state agencies were billed $40,792 for 
1973 flights. 
The flights by other officials raised the total billings for the jet 
to $426,318, including the $37,506 forfeited because of underuse 
The only legislator to use the jet in 1974 was Sen. Clare 
Berryhill, R-Ceres. 
During the October special session, the senator flew to San Luis 
Obispo to approve openheart surgery for his son and be at his 
bedside The son lived and Berryhill paid the $735 jet bill himself 
Now the plane is parked in Sacramento while its owner, Union 
Flights, tries to find someone to lease the jet once used by Ronald 
Reagan. 


Brown frees $8.4 million 


for welfare care services

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
ordered the “emergency” re­ 
lease of $8.4 million to maintain 
operation of three homemaker 
chore services for blind, aged 
and 
d i sa bl e d 
wel f are 
recipients. 
Without the additional state 
funds, Brown said Wednesday, 
some counties would run out of 
money for the in-home services 
within weeks. 
About 66,000 Californians re­ 
ceive help in cooking meals and 
housecleaning under the pro­ 
gram 
The governor told a news 
conference the money already 
had been appropriated and was 
sitting 
“dormant” 
in 
the 
treasury. “We’re preventing 
the federal government from 
taking it,” he said 
Brown 
did 
not 
commit 
himself to continued support of 
the program in the future The 
$8.4 million is only part of a 
predicted $17 million deficit 
facing 
homemaker 
services 
this fiscal year, which ends 
June 30. 
He said a systematic review 
of homemaker services would 
be undertaken, and suggested 
an 
“ innovative 
approach” 
might 
allow 
for 
continued 
services without extra money. 
Assemblyman Barry Keene, 
D-Eureka, who attended the 
news conference, said he would 
push his bill to make up for the 
full $17 million deficit, but 


would keep in touch with the 
governor. 
Keene said the services were 
“fiscally sound” because they 
allow 
disabled 
and elderly 
persons to stay at home and not 
have to be cared for full-time at 
an institution.

Indian rice harvest 


defers catastrophe

NEW DELHI - (LENS) - 
India’s food shortage has eased, 
temporarily, with the gathering 
in of the rice harvest and a flow 
of expensively purchased im­ 
ported grains. The crop is a 
mediocre one, as expected — an 
estimated 60 million tons com­ 
pared with 67 million last year. 
But because the October 
rains were good and helped 
wheat farmers get their sowing 
off to an early start, there is 
less panic now. Ration shops 
have more grain to sell at fixed 
prices because the central 
government has increased its 
allocations to the states. 
As a result most of the 
emergency relief centers which 
opened a few months ago have 
now been closed down. Only a 
few small disaster pockets such 
as Cooch Behar and Jalpaiguri 
in West Bengal still have 
hungry peasants queueing up 
for free bowls of gruel. 
Opposition politicians con­ 
tinue to report deaths from 
starvation. They say that some 
25,000 people perished in 
Assam, West Bengal and Orissa 
in the wake of last summer’s 
droughts and floods. 
The government dismisses 
these figures as grossly ex­ 
aggerated but it admits that the 
loss of crops has left millions 
without any purchasing power. 
Millions more have had to 
pare down their consumption 
drastically because of soaring 
prices: rice costs 50 per cent 
more than a year ago and wheat 
prices have doubled. But there 
was a straw of hope in 
November’s wholesale price in­ 
dex, which had fallen 3.7 per 
cent since April. 
The chances of avoiding 
another food crisis in 1975 now 
rest on the wheat crop which 
will be harvested in April. A 
major problem is a lack of elec­ 


tric power for tubew ells 
because reservoir levels in 
Punjab and adjoining surplus 
states are low. 
Another reason for anxiety is 
the unduly slow replacement of 
degenerated 
seeds which 
brought on an attack of wheat 
rust last year. So farmers will 
need a good deal of luck to turn 
out a fair crop. 
After a series of hard lessons, 
the government is at last trying 
to prepare for the worst by 
looking for more imports in ad­ 
dition to the 4.7 million tons 
already contracted for. There is 
some optimism that the United 
States may provide a substan­ 
tial quantity before next 
summer on top of the 300,000 
tons it has promised to send, 
although the Americans are 
still being wary about what they 
can do. 
The present Indian population 
of 600 million needs a minimum 
of 112 million tons of food grain. 
In the exceptionally good year 
of 1970-71, output went up to 108 
million tons. This year, with 
some 50 million mouths to feed, 
the total crop is expected to be 
no higher than 100 million tons. 
There is much that India 
could do to improve both the 
production and the distribution 
of food. But some Indian ex­ 
perts insist that whatever India 
may do it will have to rely on 
large imports for a long time to 
come.

VILLAHERMOSA, Mexico - From 
the northernmost slope of Alaska to the 
southernmost reaches of the hemisphere 
the oil rush is on. It is at the heart of the 
power game on which the future of the 
nation, the chance of war or peace, can 
turn 
Here in the capital of the state of 
Tabasco, 
and in the neighboring 
state of Chiapas. Mex­ 
ico has come up with a 
large bargaining chip 
in the international oil 
game While the great 
discovery here in the 
Southeast 
has 
been 
compared in its poten­ 
tial with the reserves 
of the Persian Gulf, 
officials of PEMEX are more modest. 
They equated with the Maracaibo fields 
in Venezuela, putting that country into 
third or fourth place as a petroleum 
exporter 
It is 
rated 
bigger 
than 
anything in Texas or Oklahoma 
But the executives of PEMEX, the 
government corporation that took over 
all oil exploration and development 
from foreign-owned companies in 1938, 
acknowledge that they are only at the 
beginning of development of the sea of 
oil lying under jungle and swamp. 
Progress 
in 
two 
years 
has 
been 
remarkable. 
Production in the south zone, as 
denoted on PEMEX maps, is put at 
450,000 barrels a day Virtually all of this 
is new production coming from 56 wells 
in four separate fields. 
This is said to be sufficient to cover 
Mexico’s needs and leave a margin, 
when 
other 
producing 
fields 
are 
included, to make this country an 
exporter rather than an importer of 
petroleum According to Antonio Dovali 
Jaime, 
director 
of 
PEMEX, 
the

The move to channel public funds into 
the 
private 
colleges 
in 
California 
appears to be gaining momentum. At 
least the latest report of the Association 
of Independent Colleges reflects an 
increase of six per cent in the fall 
enrollments This apparently is due to a 
jump in state scholarship allocations 
this year from $15 million to $27 million. 
The appropriation of public money for 
the 
support of 
private 
schools 
is 
prohibited by this state's constitution. 
The bar is based primarily upon the 
philosophy of the separation of church 
and state. 
The basic support for the private 
c o lle g e s 
has 
been 
tu itio n s, 
supplemented by endowments. Some of 
the schools in the past bolstered their 
budgets through college football teams 
But the emergence of the professional 
football leagues pushed the college 
teams out of the picture insofar as any 
significant financial benefits to the 
schools' scholastic programs. 
This was not a major blow however 
since it followed WW II. The private 
schools were flourishing by reason of the 
GI Bill which permitted veterans to 
enroll in great numbers with the federal 
government footing the bill. Subsequent 
federal allowances for Korean and 
Vietnam veterans have not been as 
generous and the numbers enrolling in 
private colleges under such benefits are 
nothing compared to the WW II boom. 
So the future of the private colleges 
has not been bright. 
It was in recognition of their needs as 
well as the public benefit in providing 
opportunities 
for 
higher 
education 
outside of state supported institutions 
that the Legislature created the State 
Scholarship. By providing assistance to 
students, the Constitutional ban against 
direct support to private schools would 
not be violated. 
Initially 
the 
appropriations 
were 
small and most of those receiving the 
state aid opted for state schools thus 
somewhat negating the original intent of 
indirectly aiding the private colleges. 
But the corner has now been turned and 


exportable surplus in 1975 will be 110,000 
barrels a day 
This is far short of the card of 
admission to the Oil Exporting and 
Producing Countries OPEC.

There is no question here of ownership 
by foreign exploiters. In 1938, under 
president Lazaro Cardenas, 
Mexico 
nationalized the holdings of U.S., British 
and 
Dutch 
oil 
properties, 
with 
compensation duly provided over a long 
period of years 
F.D.R wisely resisted the clamor to 
intervene with force to restore the 
foreign 
owners. 
The 
government 
corporation, 
PEM EX, 
has, 
until 
recently, kept prices down below the 
market level as a subsidy to industry 
and the motorist. This has been an 
important factor in Mexico’s large 
tourist trade with motorists from the 
United States 
But prices are now 
sharply 
higher 
with 
widespread 
grumbling one result. 
Whereas it once cost from $4 to $5 to 


this year 80 per cent of the $27 million 
allocated for scholarships went to those 
enrolled in private colleges. 
However, in the overall view of the 48 
private four year colleges which enroll 
freshmen, this is but a drop in the 
bucket. As they point out, the state 
appropriated $1.3 billion this year for 
the 
support 
of 
the 
University of 
California and the state colleges. Of that 
amount less than three per cent trickled 
indirectly to the private colleges. But 
those schools are presently tutoring 
more than 30 per cent of the students 
enrolled in all California four year and 
graduate institutions. 


It makes one wonder about the 
Constitutional 
prohibition. 
For 
it 
appears that the independent colleges 
are able to do the job for far less money. 
One can argue about how well they do 
educationally but it is hard to throw 
rocks at the programs of Stanford, USC, 
Santa Clara, Cal Tech, or Claremont to 
name 
but 
a 
few 
of 
the 
state’s 
outstanding colleges. What should spur a 
review of the law is the apparent 
differences in costs 
per student. 
Computing the UC budget of more than 
$800 million for $114,000 students, the 
cost is $7,00 per student while at the 
state colleges the cost is about $2500 for 
each of 260,000 students. The figure 
would be higher per student if the 
millions spent annually for capital 
outlay at state schools were added. 
Tuition at Santa Clara is only $2200 while 
the prestigious Stanford is $3100, a 
figure comparable to Harvard. 


Perhaps there is no need to change the 
law. Merely upping the scholarship fund 
and the amounts granted might achieve 
a greater enrollment of students in the 
private schools. Aside from the seeming 
financial savings to the taxpayers there 
is a more profound reason to encourage 
larger enrollments in the independent 
colleges. It would indeed be a sad world 
if everyone came out of the same 
educational mold. That is about what it 
would be if the only avenue for learning 
open to the young is the state school.

they are confident that eventually the 
land will be opened up to drilling.
